The Supreme court at Washington 
has rendered a decision in the case of the 
Mayor and Aldermen of the city of Savai- 
nah, Ga., against Eugene Kelly, which 
was a suit to enforce the guarantee of the 
city indorsed by a series of bonds of the 
Savannah, Albany é& Gulf Railroad issued 
in 1859. The court holds that the act of the 
State Legislature of 1838 authorized the 
guarantee made by the city upon the rail- 
road bonds, and that it constituted a valid 
and subsisting liability. The judgment of 
the Circuit Court was therefore affirmed.

Mahone’s Political Status. 


If Mr. Mahone were directly charged 
with being a Republican he would in- 
dignantly deny the accusation. Neither 
Mahone nor any one of bis Democratic 
recruits will confess to Republicanism. 
He and they still claim to be Democrats 


and affect resentment of any imputa- 
tion against their Democracy. But Mr. 
Mahone is either a Republican outright 
or he is something that ought to be tar 
more objectionable to the Democratic 
mind than any decent member of the 
Republican party: He is either a cow- 
ardly Republican who dares not own his 
party name, or he is a renegade Demo- 
crat selling his influence to the Repub- 
lican party. Ifhe does not hold the 
opinions of the Republican party he is 
like the Hessian ruler who sold 
battalions to the British a hundred years 
ago. If he does hold those opinions, he 
is a pitiful specimen of abject moral 
cowardice, afraid or ashamed to be 
known for what he is. Taking either 
horn of the dilemma, reckoning Mahone 
as a trading Hessian or a Republican 
coward, and we have such a leader as 
Democrats can not follow in the pro- 
gramme laid out for the campaign of 
1884. That programme is the amal- 
ramation of the Readjusters with the 
Natiodad Republican party. There 1s 
no lopger any disguise. The local ques- 
tion that. divided, the Virginia Demo- 
erats is settled and put. out of’ the 
way forever. Those Democrats who, in 
future, adhere to Mahone and his fail- 
ing fortunes, will do so with the full un- 
derstanding that he regards them asthe 
Hessian contingent which he is to barter 
for patronage. While he professes to

The» sec- 
ond session of the Forty-seventh Con- 
gress has been held in defiance of a di- 
rect, emphatic and almost unprecedent- 
ed condemnation by the people of the 
acts and omissions of the first session of 
that body. It is not worth while,  per- 
haps, to attempt to apportion: among 
measures or among men the exact share 
of discredit into which the first session 
brought this Congress. The acceptance 
of a man so tainted as Robeson as the 
Teader of the majority, and of Robeson’s 
man Keifer as the Speaker. excited a 
public disgust which was deepened by 
Robeson’s selections for committees.
